AT WASHINGTON 


S 


OLVING the tariff problem without offending any- 


one is a question that is affording the Washing- 


ton administration the most concern at this* particu- 
lar time. The administration leaders are seeking a 
way out. 


In the last congress they sponsored an emergency 


tariff measures they knew full well President Wil- 
son would veto and they were glad when he did it. It 
waa camouflage. They hoped that the majorities for 
the measure in both Houses would serve to attest 
their interest in the matter and that they would be 
bothered with no further demands when the body 
again convened. 


Steady decline in the price of certain farm prod- 


ucts has again brought the emergency protective tar- 
iff in evidence. 
It is believed that President Harding 


is friendly to the vetoed Fordney bill and that he 
wishes it passed .without, further delay. 
Unless there 


ire new developments, it is anticipated that such a 
bill -will receive the immediate attention ot congress. 
It can scarcely refuse to accept the President's leader- 
ship after giving the measure substantial majorities 
only a few weeks ago. 


The belief grows that protection will be given 


only to grains and cotton. In these lines the United 
State* produces a heavy export surplus. Then the do- 
mestic product must sell for the sarao price as that 
received for the surplus abroad. Domestic prices on 
these commodities would not be affected by a duty, 
high or low. 
Students of' international trade 'gener- 


ally recognize this fact. It is admitted even by Sena- 
tor Capper, a spokesman -for the agricultural inter- 
ests. There is danger in the enactment of an emer- 
gency measure that offers no relief. Senator Capper 
and others recognize this also. 


If such commodities as sugar and wool are in- 


cluded in the higher scale of duties, higher living 
coets will result i.n a time when wages «re declining. 
Thsre is danger in this, too. In its settlement of the 
packer question, the administration committed itself 
to a policy of wage deflation which Is not consistent 
with effective tariffs, resulting in increased costs of 
clothing and foodstuffs. 
Statistics do not indicate 


that we are being flooded by imports. On the other 
hand they .sho-*1 a decline. 


About the oniy thing that can be said in favor of 


th* enactment of an emergency tariff at the present 
time is Us possible psychological advantage. 
But if 


prices continue to decline, that too is open to doubt. 
If the votee to pass such a bill were secured, !t would 
be necessary for •western congressmen to trade rotes 
with manufacturing interests in the cast. Higher du- 
ties In manufacture would bring higher prices and 
consequent disaffection among consumers. 


Almost daily the news from Washington is that 


proposed changes are submitted to the President, 
which is not at all surprising. As the situation now 
exists, no matter what course is pursued, it will be 
fraught with danger. 


Another nightmare that faces rnngress is the 


question of devising a tax system that will provide 
revenue adequate for the enormous demands upon 


i •: ;i;;tional treasury, and yet not be burdensome an.1 
of a discriminating character. 


Peace with Germany is still an untouched sub- 


ject with the administration. 
It is now understood 


that President Harding is not favorable to a separate 
peace pact with the former enemy country. This fea- 
ture of international affairs ig expected to provide an- 
other knotty probleir for Congress to dispose of.

In his strenuous fight against the Davis measure, 


Senator Hurke succeeded in attracting only one other 
Republican member and only two others in opposition 
to the emergency clause. 
Reynolds, the only Demo- 


cratic member of the Senate, voted against the meas- 
ure and the emergency clause. 


It is not believed that an attempt will be made to 


j test the constitutionality of the emergency clause-in 
.the courts until after the bill IB upon ita final passage 
and Is approved by me Governor. It Is a well known 
fact that members or tbe General Assembly, for the 
most part Republican, received warning from their 
constituents to proceed carofuliy in the matter of the 
state reorganization measure, but the advice was not 
heeded.

GERMANY AGAINST 
ALL BLAME FOR WAR 


Continued from Latt 


The following notea from the former 
Kaiser's diary give an Insight to his 
Hne of reasoning by which h« ab- 
folves Germany from blame In pre 
elpitatinc the world war. They begin 
with the year 18S4, when the Kaiser 
finds the basis of the then political 
situation to have been laid down In 
the Congress of Berlin In 1878, as a 
consequence of which, he says in a 
footnote, "the Russian slogan, 'Re- 
vanche pour Ban Stephano,' amplified 
the French "Revanche pour Sadowa," 


In 1S84 the author of the imperial 


diary refers to the founding of the 
German colonial power, the acquisition 
ef German Southwest Africa, Togo- 
land, the Kamerun, the Bismarck 
archipelago and a part of Guinea. He 
refers as one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of this period In international 
relationship to the fact that the Rus- 
•lan Minister Baburoff "plays pan- 
Blavio poiitica in Berlin on hl» own re- 
sponsibility'." The Three. Emperors' 
Entente (Germany,- Austria and Rus- 
sia) was cemented and the treaty with 
Russia renewed. 


Only two entries appear for the fol- 


lowing ye&r, one for February 39, 
Wherein reference Is made to tb<* legis- 
lation passed aa a result of the Congo 
ttnfereace, which, ho note*, waa called 
fcjr French-German Inspiration. 
In 


April of the same year the Anglo- 
German treaty regarding West Africa 
•ad the acquisition of the Solomon 
and Marshall Islands are noted. 


In 1884 the Austrian section of the 


diary records that Bismarck failed to 
lend hia support to the position taken 
•gainst Russia on the then pending 
Balkan question, and In the German 
•action the former Kaiser amplifies 
thle thought to some extent by ex- 
plaining^ that Bismarck, to prevent the 
threatening Franco-Russian alliance, 
pledges Russia a free hand In the 
Balkan* and offers •fitamboul to the 
Csar. "The Csar, however," the memo- 
randum roads, "declares his Intention 
to take Stamboul whenever he Is ready 
without Bismarck's permission." The 
consummation of a treaty with Eng- 
land defining spheres of Influence in 
the Pacific? Is noted. 


A lapse of eleven years Intervenes 


before the former Kaiser records any 
Incidents In the Auntro-Hungarlan sec- 
tion of his revelations. For the Ger- 
man section he sketches briefly the 
renewal of tho Triple Alliance in 1887, 
Wakes note that Lord 
Salisbury 


planned a closer cooperation by Eng- 
land with tho alliance and of the adop- 
tion by the alliance of a military pro- 
gramme. 


KIf< -With Rn«*la Bisrlne. , 


•In March of the same year he 


makes note of the fact that the treaty 
with Russia, had been renewed aild/ 
that P.iatnarck'8 influence In Russia 
Wan gradually dwindling and that he 
(Blgmarck) 
had 
closed Germany's 


financial resources to Russia. 
The 


Czar's presence in Berlin in March of 
that year also 1» noted. 


The solo entry for 1888 Is that 


Kaiser 
Wllhelm II. "mounts tho 


throne" and that he later visited St 
Petersburg. Vienna and Rome. 


The next few years are briefly 


sketched over. In October, 1889, it is 
noted the Czar In again in Berlin and 
that Pr. Carl Peters hrul penetrated 
W»o heart of Africa. In January of the 
following year it is recorded that at a 
Crown Council divergent views were 
•xpressed by tho Kaiser and tho Chan- 
cellor regarding treatment of the So- 
cialists, Bismarck's retirement the 
aucceedlng March and tho cancella- 
tion ot the treaty with Russia Men- 
tion Is mado of th« acquisition In 
July, 1890, of Heligoland In exchange 
tor Zanzibar and Eltu and that French 
representatives hud been received by 
the Kaiser and loft a favorable is*. 
alon. 


On!r one entry appears during 1891, 


and that refers to the extension of the 
Triple. Alliance for six years and tho 
consummation of commercial treaties 
with Austria, Italy and Belgium. The 
following year it Is recorded that the 
C**r, with the Heir Apparent, again 
visit the Kaiser at Kiel. 
Germany 


participates In the renewal of the Aus- 
trian-Rumanian treaty, which was ex- 
tended from 1902 to 1918. 


In 1893 appear* this entry: "Army 


leforms. The Intense, flght over the 
Bew law proves how llttln tho Germaji 
people think of war. Two years ser- 
vice." Then follows mention of the 
fact that m May of that year tho 
Reichstag was dissolved: of the elec- 
tion In June and the adoption In July 
•f a military programme for the fol- 
lowing October. 


A lapse of three years intervenes 


here before reference is made. In Jan- 
Wry, 1896. of a telegram from Presi- 
dent Krueger of the Transvaal "as a 
result of Jameson's raid In the Trans- 
vaal the previous year." 


In 1897. In addition to beginning the 


French portion of his diary revela- 
tions, the Kaiser notes the fact that

The only entry for the year 18S8 re- 


era to a series of anti-monarchical re* 
volts to Milan and to the adoption of 
a commercial treaty with France. 


In 18»l mention Is made of the pres- 


ence- of Cecil Rhodes In Berlin and the 
consummation of an agreement to 
build a telegraph line from the Cape 
o Cairo through the hinterland of 
German East Africa. In July of that 
year the Kaiser visltrd Norway; in 
November the Czar was in Potsdam; 
a little later the Kaiser and Pnnce 
von Buelow were In England, and on 
December 3 of that year England en- 
tered Into a treaty -with the United 
States concerning the South Sea Isl- 
ands. This is the flrst reference to the 
United States la the former Kaiser's 
diary. 


The foDowlag -year, 1900. the author 


of the notes endeavors to make a 
strong case. His diary contains this 
errtry: 


"Tha Russians and French propose 


a move against England In view o{ 
England's entanglements due to the 
Boer War. Germany declines In the 
nterest of world peace." 


The other entries for that year re- 


'er to an agreement with Kngland 
over'China and the fact that Von Bue- 
ow bad succeeded to the Chancellor- 
ship. For the same home consump- 
tion the following are the Kaiser's 
notes covering the year 1901 In the 
German section:

Germany's love of peace." 


"The Belgian Charge d'Affaires in. London re- 


ports to Brussels that Sir Edward Grey says re- 
peatedly that England has undertake-n obliga- 


tions toward Prance which she will carry out 
at all costs, even In the case of a Franco- 
German wfcr." 


"July 24, 1914—Russia .and France seek to 


influence Sir Edward Grey to taka officially a 
decisive step, but Grey declines." 


"Sasonoff tells Sir George Buchanan (British 


Ambassador in St Petersburg) that ha believes 
Russian mobilization must be carried through at 
all events." 


"Th» British North Sea fleet has been concen- 


trated at Portland and is ready for action.** 


"July 26—War preparations all over European 


Russia have been ordered. 
Kovno has been 


mobilized. Sukomlinoff gives the German Mili- 
tary Attache at St. Petersburg his word of 
honor that the mobilization order has not been 
issued^ whereas it has been decided on the 
15th, eleven days before the conversation took 
place. 
Meanwhile the French war Minister re- 


ports preventive measures have begun." 


"July 29—Sir Edward Grey tells Lichnowsky 


(German Ambassador in London): ''Should 
Germany become involved and then France 
there would be too much at stake for us to stand 
aside.'" He had already informed the French 
Ambassador of this conversation in advance the 
same morning. 
Consequently France was able 


to count on England's armed support." 


"The Belgian Charge d'Affaires in St. Peters- 


burg reports to-day that every one in St. Peters- 
burg is convinced that England will support 
France. 
Meanwhile France orders the calling 


out of her frontier guard, whereby eleven in- 
fantry and three cavalry divisions will be mobil- 
ized independently of the order for a general 
mobilization." 


William's Leewe Ot 
tt la in the succeeding 'year. 1905, 


that William first discloses his claim 
as the real author of the League of 
Nation* idea. Hie diary sets forth 
that on Much 24 ot that year he had 
a meeting with the Csar on Bjorkoe 
Island, and that later Count Witte, 


the Russian Foreign Minister, was in 
Berlin. Tho quoted entry and a para- 
ginph in Willlam'5 book In reference to 
tho entry follow:

th.lt in May of the same year T.,!eut.- 
Gcn von der Goltz of the German 
armv had been entrusted bv the Sultan 
of Turkey with the task of reorganiz- 
ing the Turkish army and that in June 
tho Kaiser and the Cz.tr met once 
more on the Finnish coast. In 1910 
it Is recorded again thai the Czar waa 
in Potsdam. The 1911 record for the 
German people recalls ttiat in May 
Alsace-Lorraine was granted a con- 
stitution and that an agreement had 
been made with Rugsla regarding 
Persia and with Prance regarding Mo- 
rorco and West Africa. The arrival of 
the Panther at Agadlr Is noted. 


In 1913. however. It Is set darni Vis- 


count Hnldane, the British Secretary 
of State for War. was tn Berlin, and 
that Germany's ?fTorts to close a. neu- 
trality pact with England had been 
thwarted bv Britain's "Impossible de- 
mands ' This entry follows:

The briefest sof entries cover de- 


velopments as set flown m the Aus- 
trian section of the diary from 1908 
until the murder of Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand on June 28, 1914, la re- 
corded. The entries record on under- 
standing in 1909 between Germany and 
Turkey over the payment of Indemni- 
fication of 162,000,000 for Bosnia and 
Henogovlna and the end ot the con- 
flict with Serbia by Serbia yielding. 
The German section in almost equally 
brief. It sets forth that on February 
10, 1909. King Edward waa in Berlin; 


records tne fact that tha Reichstag 
had adopted an army programme, but 
authorized three army corps fewer 
than the Gearral Staff had asked for, 
but which still, according to his com- 
putation, left Germany with twenty- 
fo'ir battalions tess than France. It Is 
addod that in July^of that year the 
Kaiser -nas in a Baltic port—hl» last 
visit to Russia before the war. 


In 1913 it Is set down that King 


George and Queen Mary of England 
with Czar Nlcholaa and the Czarina 
were in Berlin to attend the marriage 
of the Kaiser's daughter, Prihcess 
Victoria.

berlain had delivered an anti-German 
speech and that numerous English 
writer* began thereupon to demand 
an affiance with France. The na- 
tional reviews, the Kaiaer declares, 
systematically indeed against Ger- 
many to the end that la January of 
1902 an alliance WM entered into be- 
tween Great Britain and^ Japan that 
waa pointed acainat Germany and 
Russia. 


On April 8, 1904, tt ia duly recorded

that the following August Lord 


Landsdowne, then Foreign Minister, 
declared that in the event of Germany 
taking up arms against England the 
latter would regard Japan as obliged 
by the terms of the alliance between 
them to come to England's assistance. 
The former Kaiser then recounts an 
alleged threat on the part of the Civil 
First Lord of the Admiralty to destroy 
the German fleet in 1905 and a rul- 
ing by a parliamentary committee that 
interference with food deliveries con- 
stitutes a violation of a fundamental 
provision of international law. 


In 1906 it is set forth that England 


closed an agreement with Belgium ef- 
fective In the event of war between 
England and Germany. It provided 
that Antwerp was to be the base of 
supplies for tha invading English 
troops. Reference Is made here also 
to a military convention participated 
In, according to the record, by Eng- 
land, France and Belgium, and also 
to Lord Roberta's demands for a large 
Standing army for England.

1 
part of it at least, assumed a hostile ' 
attitude toward Germany. The dan- 
ger of a Rus*>Gennan war appears 
recorded In 1887. In November of 
that year Alexander III. In Berlin is 
given an explanation of certain forged 
Bulgarian letters that threatened to 
disrupt the Russo-German relations 
of that time. Reference then occurs 
to the beginning of a series of pan-

In 1912 the former Kaiser 
records that King G«drga at Balmora 
Castle told the Russian Minister Sas 
sonofT that he Intended to destroy the 
German navy and the German mer 
chant marine and that this Informa- 
tion was supplemented later by Sir 
Sdward Grey, who. according to the 
Kaiser's account, told Sasonoff that at 
the right moment England Intended to 
do everything she could to deal Ger- 
man power a most telling blow.

They begin 
with the year 1884. when the Kaiser 
finds the basis of the then political 
situation to have been laid down In 
the Congresa of Berlin In 1878. aa a 
consequence of which, he say* in a 
footnote, "the Russian slogan, 'Re- 
vanche pour San Stephano,' amplified 
the French 'Revanche pour Sadowa, 


In 1884 the author of the imperial 


diary refers to the founding of the 
German colonial power, the acquisition 
ef German Southwest Africa. Togo- 
land, the Kamerun, the fiismarck 
archipelago and a part of Guinea. He 
refers aa one of the* outstanding fea- 
tures of thin period In international 
relationship to the fact that the Rus- 
ai*n Minister Saburoff "plays pan* 
Mavlo politics in Berlin on hi* own re* 
•ponsibUlty." Th* Three> Emperors' 
Entente (Germany.- Austria and Rus- 
sia) was cemented and the treaty with 
Russia renewed. 


Only two entries appear for the fol- 


lowing year, one for February 26, 
wherein reference is made to the legis- 
lation passed aa a result of the Congo 
inference, which, he notes, wan called 
toy French-German inspiration. In

The next few years ore briefly 


sketched over. In October, 1889, it in 
noted the Czar is again in Berlin and 
that Dr. Cn.rl Peters had penetrated 
<he heart of Africa. In January of the 
following year it is recorded that at a 
Crown Council divergent visws were 
expressed by the Kaiser and tho Chan- 
cellor regarding treatment of tho So- 
cialists. Bismarck's retirement tho 
succeeding' March aad tho cancella- 
tion of the treaty with Russia. Men- 
tion is made of tho acquisition in 
July, 1890, of Heligoland in exchange 
Cor Zanzibar and Eltu and that French 
representatives had been received by 
the Kaiser and left a favorable lmpre»~ 
•ion. 


Only one entry appears during 1891, 


and that refers to ttia extension ot the 
Triple Alliance for six years and the 
consummation of commercial treaties 
with Austria, Italy and Belgium. The 
following1 year it is recorded that the 
C*ar, with tho Heir Apparent, again 
Visit the Kaiser at Kiel. 
Germany 


participates In the renewal of the Aus- 
trian-Rumanian treaty, which was ex- 
tended from 1902 to 1913. 


In 1898 appears this entry: "Army 


reforms. The Intense fight over tho 
B«w law proves how little the German 
people think of war. Two yearn ser- 
vice." Then follows mention ot the 
fact that in May of that year the 
Reichstag was dissolved; of the elec- 
tion in June and the adoption In July 
•f a military programme for the fol- 
lowing- October.

The only entry for the year 1898 re-

In 18»» mention is made of the pres- 


ence uf Cecil Rhodes In Berlin and the 
consummation of an agreement • to 
Julld » telegraph line from the Cape 
o Cairo through the hinterland of 
German East Africa. In July of that 
year the Kaiser visited Norway; in 
November the Czar was in Potsdam; 
a little later the Kaiser and Prince 
von Buelow were In England, and on 
December 2 of that year England en- 
.ered Into a treaty frith the United 
States concerning tha South 8ea Isl- 
ands. This Is the first reference to the 
United States In tho former Kaiser's 
diary. 


The following "year, 1000. the author 


of the notes endeavors to make a 
strong case. His diary contains this 
errtry: 


"The Russians and French propose 


a move against England in view of 
England's entanglements due to the 
3oer War.

"The Belgian Government ealle attention

policy of Germany, which Is preflsed by natural 
development to expand' economically,- and thus 
unavoidably brought about the antagonism of 
England." 


"The Czar announces (1902) he will commence 


war on Japan, probably^in 1904.

dorff, the Russian Foreign Minister.) 


"The League of Nations accordingly was not 


President Wilson's idea, but the* Kaiser's. The 
league was planned to give equal rights to each 
member. The Wilson League ia domination of 
the world by Anglo-Saxons wearing the tarn 
helmet." l(Tarn helmet, worn by Siegfried in 
. Wagner's opera, rendered him invisible 
to 


human eyes.) 


"October (1907) King Edward in Kronberg, 


accompanied by Hardinge. The latter, with a 
hidden threat of war, demands that the Kaiser 
try to drive France to war, but fails, thanks to 
Germany's love of peace.'.' 


"The Belgian Chsrge d'Affaires in London re- 


ports to Brussels that Sir Edward Grey says re- 
peatedly that England lias undertak&n obliga- 


tions toward Prance which she will carry out 
at all costs, even In the case of » Franco- 
German war." 


"July 24, 1914—Russia .and France seek to 


influence Sir Edward Grey to take officially a 
decisive step, but Grey declines." 


"Sasonoff tells Sir George Buchanan (British 


Ambassador in St. Petersburg) that he believes 
Russian mobilization must be carried through at 
all events." 


"The British North Sea fleet has been concen- 


trated at Portland and is ready for action.11 


"July 26—War preparations all over European 


Russia have been ordered. 
Kovno has been 


mobilized. Sukomlinoff gives the German Mili- 
tary Attache at St. Petersburg his word of 
honor that the mobilization order has not been 
issued, whereas it has been decided on the 
15th, eleven days before the conversation took 
place. Meanwhile the French war Minister re- 
ports preventive measures have begun." 


"July 29—Sir Edward Grey tells Lichnowsky 


(German Ambassador in London): "-'Should 
Germany become involved and then France 
there would be too much at stake for us to stand 
aside.'* He had already informed the French 
Ambassador of this conversation in advance the 
same morning. Consequently France was able 
to count on England's armed support." 


"The Belgian Charge d'Affaires in St. Peters- 


burg reports to-day that every one in St. Peters- 
burg is convinced that England will support 
France. 
Meanwhile France orders the calling 


out of her frontier guard, whereby eleven in- 
fantry and three cavalry divisions will be mobil-
